German Hopes and Fears. 


The Berliner Tagéblatt yesterday an- 
nounced its expectation that the Imperial 
German Chancellor, “yielding to pres- 
sure, would make in the Reichstag, pro- 
bably to-morrow, a new statement on the 
war situation and Germany's war aims. 


‘| According to another message's version, the 


paper declares definitely that he is to 
make a fresh peace offer. The distinction 
is not important. A declaration of Ger- 
many s war aims, which she, in common 
with the Allies, was invited to make by 
President Wilson towards the end of last 
year, and has hitherto consistently refused 
to make, would be in substance, if not in 
form, a step towards peace. Conscious of 
this fact, a great and growing volume of 
German opinion, not confined to the 
Socialists, has been demanding for some 
time, and latterly with increasing 
vehemence, that the Government shall 
state its war aims in plain terms. The 
fact that the Imperial Chancellor, “ yield- 
ing to pressure,” has now consented to 
state them is less significant than the date 
on which this consent was Announced.
